Yangtze Gunboats 
Taking advantage of the arrangement with 
the Japanese naval anthorities, who have agreed 
to the passage of foreign gunboats on the 
Yangtze between Hankow and Shanghai under 
certain conditions, the first two of the vessels 
rapped above the boom since the beginning of 
hostilities, have arrived in Shanghal. ‘They 
lare the USS. Luzon and the French gunboat 
‘Admiral Charnier, which were escorted down- 
river to Nanking by Japanese destroyers. 
Nothing oMelal has been ‘announced regarding 
the movement of ‘British gunboats, of. which 
there are eight above Nanking, but ‘they are 








expected to. be relieved next week. It 
is. inter jowever, that in 
spite of wary situation on 
the Yangtze the building programme for 
replacements of vessels. of the British 
Flotilla, some of which have Persian Gulf sor- 


vice during the Great War as history whereby 
they are dated, is proceeding at home. H.M.S. 
Dragonfly, another vessel of the “Insect” class 
was launched at Thornyeroft’s Yard on ‘Thurs- 
day, and HM.

\developing West China, General Chiang will be 
fable to maintain his power, however reduced 
by fifteen months of war and’ the loss of practic~ 
ally all of China's developed economic struc- 
ture. “As long as he remains in this position and 
is able to concentrate on the territory which 
lhe controls, he cannot by any stretch of im- 
fagination be said to have been defeated. Nor 
Jean it be said that his resources are reaching 
‘exhaustion. Wartime necessities have directed 
attention to one of the richest parts of China 
Jand are accelerating long retarded develop- 
fment. A London telegram mentions large pur- 
chases of matesial and supplies for this purpose, 
land plans for a railway to parallel the new 
Burma-Yunnan highway, which is already be- 
sinning to demonstrate its value as a supply 
route, are all indications of the possibility of| 
creating a new economic empire outside the| 
zone of Japanese control capable of maintaining 
Ja strong and vigorous opposition. If these plans 
fare successful—and there is no reason why they 
should not be—the Sino-Japanese hostilities will 
demonstrably prove the impossibility of com- 
plete military conquest of a vast country richly 
fendowed with natural resources. Of course, 
there are political factors which cannot be 
underestimated and tendencies in Chinese 
‘thought which will transform accepted ideas, 
but China's resurgence in the west may in- 
troduce a new conception of the limits of final- 
ly as laid down by the military text book. 











The Legation Quarter 

It is curious how unfailingly the eycle in 
Cathay completes itself as a historical whole, 
‘The Legation Quarter in Peiping, once the hub 
‘of China's diplomatic life, the focal point of 
news interest and the sanctuary of the politi 
ally oppressed, is a case in point. Since the 
seat of the government. was removed to Nan- 
ing, the ancient city has been left with the 
memories of ils former glory as the only con- 
Solation, but the new Japanese government. 
makers ‘have kindled a spark in its political 
dust and an oft-repeated sequence of events 
hhas occurred. There have been negotiations, 
offers of important posts. made, acceptances, 
procrastination, a breakdown in discussions, 
‘animosity, intrigue, fear and, lastly, the princi 
pal figure in a type of drama played so often 
in Peiping of the past has taken refuge in 
the Legation Quarter. Marshal Wu Pel-fu, who 
hhas declined the presidency of the Federal 
Government, is reported to have followed the 
trall marked so clearly by military and political 
leaders during the present century, has crossed 
the Glicis and gone into hiding. Once again 
the Legation Quarter reverts to a role which 
some of its bitterest critics never overlooked 
When 2 chequered career forced them to vacate 
office ‘and seek protection.

New Chinese Puzzle 


How does a state, deprived of its independ- 
fence by the aggressive action of another state, 
exercise its sovereign powers? This is one of 
‘the conundrums to be posed after reading the 
Japanese press version of the new interpreta- 
on of the “Open Door” policy and equality of 
opportunity in China published in this Journal 
yesterday. ‘The answer is obvious. It ‘cannot 
possibly do so, From a mass of contradictions, 
incredibly bad reasoning and the loose employ- 
ment of vague phrases of state relationships 
in international affairs, a leading Tokyo news 

paper atlempts 10 justify conquest and. the 
subordination of one state to another's will 
with ‘considerably less convincing argument 
‘and directness than that with which Machiavelli 
‘tried to justify bad morals in the Florentine 
days. China's needs are paramount in the Far 
‘Eastern situation, and, “therefore, as Japan 
Jconsiders Communism ‘the greatest disturbing 
ftactor to peace in East Asia, China's co-opera~ 
tion is necessary to combat it. The current Sino- 
[Japanese conflict was brought about by the 
‘refusal of such co-operation on the part of the 
Chinese National Government “thus menacing 
the right of existence of the Japanese Empire.” 
Accordingly, Japan's own interest and her 
feoncern for the stability of East Asia dictate 
to Japan “to take friendly action in this matter 
for New China.” This friondly action consisted 
of landing an army of 1,500,000 men, waging one 
of the most vicious wars in recent history, con- 
quest of about a quarter of China including the 
principal.part of the country's economle fabric, 
killing at Ieast’a million civilians, destroying 
scores of towns and cities, wrecking the peaceful 
trnde relations of friendly powers and extend~ 
ing over a neighbouring country a form of 
military control whieh, however’ fervent may 
be fhe denials of any colonial intent, must 
subjugate that country. All this action was 
faken through this friendly interest in’ China, 
and a considerable point is made of the foreign 
freatios which cireumseribe the full exercise 
of China's sovereign rights, Other Powers have 
regularized their position by treaties but none 
of them, under 50 flimsy a pretext as anti- 
Communism, used a million and a halt troops 
to emphasize this curious form of friendship 
and reduce the country {0 a form of bondage. 
Reference to the treaties as justifeation for 
Japanese action in ‘China is about as cynical 
fan appeal as tould be conceived. ‘The Nino 
Power Pact was devised nat to keep China as a 
semi-colonial market for. the Western Powers, 
which the Tokyo “Asahi” claims, but to main- 
{nin that equality of opportunity and preserve 
the integrity of China which Japan now denies 
except under a form of Japanese tutelage. 
‘Talk of the “sovereignty and independence of 
China, which, as a member of the antl- 
Comintern camp, is. responsible for the joint 
defence of East” Asia with Japan and Man- 
choukuo” is too absurd to warrant comment, 
China is not a member of the antl-Comintern 
camp, and if Japan desires to respect China's 
sovereignty and independence why is the army

Position 


Chungking, Dee. 8. 

Japan's present national debt was 
about three times larger than that of 
China, at the oMelal rales of ex- 
change, stated the spokesman of the 
Ministry of Finance today, discussing 
China's nancial position. 

Prior lo the hostilities, he said, 
China's national debt. was ‘equivalent, 
roughly, to Mex. $4,500,000,000— £273, 
000,000. 

Of this sum, the spokesman con- 
tinued, approximately 60 per cent. was| 
internal debt, three-quarters of the 
total being under the charge of the 
Ministry of Finance, and most of the 
Femainder was railway debt. 

In recent years, as the result of the 
efforts of the Nanking Government to 
settle debts inherited from the former 
Peiping Government, the total prin- 
cipal, amounting to about Mex. $850, 
‘000,000—£52,000,000, was seltied, thus 
redueing the principal amount’ out- 
standing in claims to about one-tenth, 
of this. tolal. 

Pre-war quotations on Chinese! 
loans, the spokesman went on, had, 
atiained a gratifying level, several of 
the chief loans being quoted on the 
London market near or above par, (0 
yield less than five per cent, 

He pointed out that, while quota- 
tions on internal loans were not yet 
satisfactory, they showed a strong| 
tendeney.to rise steadily. 


Ministry's Obligations 


Obligations, under the charge of the 
Ministry of Finance, on July 1, 1937, 
amounted to approximately Mex. $2,- 
{940,000,000—s¢ 180,000,000. 

‘Of this sum, the spokesman declar- 
ed, about $910,000,000, or 31 per cont, 
‘were external debts, including Boxer 
Indemnity obligations, and $2,030,000, 
000, or 69 per cent. were internal 

‘According to the three main classes, 
which offered specific security, the 
spokesman revealed that $2,500,000,000, 
had been secured on the Chinese 
Maritime Customs, $325,000,000 on the 
‘salt revenue and $120,000,000 on con- 
solldated taxes. 

‘The annual payments on these: 
obligations, in 1988, were equal to 
{$104,000.00 on external and $158,- 
000,000 on internal obligations. 

‘Obligations under the charge of the 
former Ministries of Railways and 
Communications, that is, other than 
the Ministry of Finance, amounted to 
about $900,000,000, 

‘On these obligations, annual _pay- 
ments due in 1939 amounted to around 
$80,000,000. 

Loans issued after the outbreak, of| 
the war, the spokesman sald, included 
the 1037 National Liberty ‘Loan of 
'$500,000,000; Kwangsi currency of | 
$17,000,000;' the 1938 Nancheng Rail- 
way Loan’ of 180,000,000 francs; 1998 
gold loan bonds of C.G.U. one hundred | 
milion, U.S. $50,000,000 and £ 10,000,- 
000; the 1938 ‘National Defence Loan 
of, Mex. $90,000,000, 

‘The total authorized amount of 
these toans equalled about Mex. 
'$1,500,000,000—£91,000,000, 

Japan’s Loans Bigger 

On the other hand, the spokesman 
declared, Japan's loans, issued during 
the same’ period, totalled, according 
to available infofmation, around Yen 
7,000,000,000. 

Comparing the present total out-| 
standing indebtedness of the two 
countries, the figures were roughly: 
for China, Mex. $6,000,000,000 and for 
Japan, Yen 18,000,000,000.,

For China 


New York, Dec. 4. 

Dr. Hu Shih, Chinese Ambassador 
{to the United States, speaking before 
‘a Jarge audience at’ the Harmonie 
Club" here tonight named Japan 
“The World's Public Enemy Number 
‘One among the Family of Nations,” 
‘and appealed for world-wide economic 
sanctions lo curb Japanese aggression 
jn China. 

‘The Chinese Ambassador said that 
China did not expect other nations 
fo join in military activities against 
Japan. 3 

“But China docs feel that* the 
sense of justice and the feeling of 
common humanity.” he went on, 
“may yet prove strong enough to 
move men and women of the demo- 
cratic, peace-loving nations to halt 
the present inhuman trac of supply- 
ing weapons of war and essential 
raw materials for the manufacture 
‘of weapons of war to a nation which 
has been unanimously" condemned 
by over Afty nations as a violator 
‘of solemoly pledged treaties and a 
breaker of world peace. 

Dr. Hu said that China's hopes for 
an_ ultimate victory were based on 
‘expectations that, firstly, China 
‘would continue to Aght as she has 
been fighting heretofore, and second- 
ly, that “the time may come when 
the international situation may turn 
in_her favour against her enemy.” 

‘The Ambassador said that China 
under present conditions was “liter- 
ally bleeding to death.” He said 

iat on the fleld of battle China had 
suffered nearly two million  casual- 
ties. In addition she has lost vast 
territories including “all cities gen- 
erally known to the outside world 
‘as centres of commerce, industry,

Peace Offers 


New York, Dec. 5. 


Dr. Hu Shih, Chinese Ambassador 
to the United States, today revealea 
that China had made informal and 
indirect peace offers to Japan after 
the fall of Canton and Hankow. 

However, the Ambassador declared, 
the counter-proposals offered by 
Japan ‘could not be honourably ac- 
cepted. This had resulted in a quick 
‘decision to continue the war. 

‘Dr. Hu made these statements at 
a luncheon held In the Lawyers Club 
in New York. He attended the 
luhcheon as the guest of Dr. K. C. Id. 

‘The Chinese diplomat Wiened the 
present conditions obtaining in China 
to those which faced the American 
colonies in 1776. 

“Our armies are undergoing the 
hardships and trials of China's Valley 
Forge,” he declared. 

“As certain as the fact that the 
superior condition, strength and 
armament of his foes was no match 
for the indomitable courage of George 
‘Washington and the spirit of the: 
Colonial troops and of Congress, just 
so certainly will Japanese manpower 
Jand the" mechanization of her 
‘sprawled-out armies prove no match 
for the courage and the national 
‘spirit of sacrifice which is inspiring 
the Chinese armies in their fight to 
prevent the crushing of a great nation 
and a great culture.” 


Dificulties Very Great 


Dr. Hu revealed that great dificul- 
ties attended the portage by trucks of 
military supplies over the 3,000-mile 
road from French Indo-China. He 
sald that the new road connecting the 
beleaguered part of China with 
Burma had been, completed and was 
in use before the end of November. 
‘This had eased the ammunition 
supply situation considerably, he de- 
clared, 

Dr. Hu declared that China's armies 
had suffered terrife casualties during 
the war thus far, including more than 
‘a million men killed. He added that 
more than sixty times that number 
of civilians were direct victims of 
hostilities. 

“China has no right to expect and 
does not seek to have one single 
‘American risk his life in defence ot 
China,” the Ambassador concluded —

Nine Power Treaty 
Upheld 
Chungking, Dee. 11. 


‘The “contention that the Nine- 
Power Treaty is to be revised, or 
abolished, because of faits accomplis 
brought about by acts in violation of 
that ‘Treaty, is absolutely untenable,” 
Dr. Wang’ Chung-hui, the Foreign 
Minister, declared here today. 

Dr. Wang was commenting on the 
contention alleged to have been made 
‘by Mr. Hachiro Arita, the Japanese 
Foreign Minister. in intveriews with 
|the British and American Ambas- 
sadors in Tokyo, that “present ehang- 


Jed conditions have necessitated a re- 


vision of the principle of Equal Op- 
portunity or of the Open Door in 
China, ax formally embodied in the 
Nine Power Treaty.” 

The Chinese Foreign Minister said 
that “though the report lacks official 
confirmation, it would not be sur- 
prising, in view of Japan's flagrant 
violation of the Nine-Power Treaty in| 
recent years, should she advance one 
step further’ and demand revision, ot| 
abrogation, of that Treaty. 

“I wish, therefore, to declare, once 
more,” Dr. Wang continued, “that the 
Nine-Power Treaty was the result of 
careful deliberation, at the Washing- 
ton Conference. in 1921-22, and was 
‘entered upon freely by all its signa- 
tories, including Japan.” 

Dr. Wang said that the “object of 
the Treaty wes, primarily, to define 
‘the principles and policies to be pur- 
sued by the Powers in matters con- 
cerning China, with a view to bring- 
ing about conditions of stability and 
security in the Pacific area, 


Two Great Principles 


“The Treaty.” he went on, “has 
neither time limit nor any. provision 
concerning its termination, thus show- 
ing that the two great principles em- 
Uodied therein, namely, respect for 
the sovereignty, independence and 
territorial and | administrative inte- 
‘rity of China and the preservation 
fof the Open Door, or commercial 
equality in China, ‘were intended to 
sorve as lasting principles to be faith- 
fuuy observed, by the Powers, in 
vers concerning China, 
"in other words,” Dr.” Wang ex- 
plained, “the ‘Treaty, designed to 
bring about Iasting order and peace 
in the Pacific area, cannot be legally 
terminated by any’ single country. 
“Furthermore,” the Foreign Min- 
ister concluded, “it is to be pointed 
out that “the new situation’ in East 
Asia, as alleged by Japan, has been 
drought about entirely by her vio- 
lations of the Nine Power Treaty. The 
contention that a Treaty is to be re- 
vised, or abolished, because of faits 
accomplis brought ‘about by acts in 
violation of that Treaty, is absolutely

trade, giving the names of the ships and the 
nature of the cargo they have been carrying. 
Lord Elibank in his speech in the House of 
Lords has produced similar information 
covering a wider area, and it is not now pos- 
sible for the Government to plead that it is 
not fully acquainted with conditions. Indeed. 
it has to be said for the British diplomatic

‘mistaken conclusions. The discrimination 
Which is being employed is a patent fact, and 
it is only natural that there should be a 
measure of indignation such as that demon- 
strated by the various speakers in the course 
of the debate. Lord Barnby’s contribution to’ 
the discussion is not satisfactory. It suggests.

THE COLONIAL DEMAND 
Dec. 9 

‘The debate in the House of Commons on 
the subject of Germany's colonial claims has 
at least the merit of producing a definite 
statement on behalf of the British Govern~ 
ment, and there ought now to be no mis 
understandings on the matter, Mr, Malcolm 
MacDonald has definitely stated that the 
German claim to the restoration of the 
colonies which she surrendered in 1918, and 
which subsequently came under the manda- 
tory system of the League of Nations, is not 
now an issue in practical polities. It is in- 
teresting to trace the higher lights of the 
subject as it developed after the war, In the 
early post-war years the colonial question 
received very little attention in Germany, 
‘though the German Colonial Congress met 
annually, The question was raised by Dr. 
‘Stresemann at the Locario Conference, and, 
in 1926, the Kolonial Reichsarbeitsgemein- 
schaft passed a resolution urging the German 
Government to make Germany's entry into 
the League conditional. upon receiving 
guarantees for the return of her former 
Possessions. In 1924, however, Herr Hitler 
had written in his “Mein Kampf” “The ery 
for the restoration of the colonies is men’ 
‘empty talk.” There were other passages in 
his work to the same effect, as for example 

We finally part with the colonial and trade 
policy of the period before the War and pass 
over to the land policy of the future.” ‘The 
words still stand in Herr Hitler’s book but. 
elsewhere things have changed. On Novem- 
ber 22, 1935 Der Fuehrer announced “Ger 
many will never give up her colonial claims. 
‘Three months later he said “Colonies are 
acquired by right of might.” In September, 
1937, he is reported to have said: 
‘We must have colonies. But they are 
worth nothing if an enormous armed 
force is to be maintained to guard them. Our 
interest is commercial.” 
while on November 22, of the same year his 
declarations commenced to assume a more 
insistent note: —

THE NEED FOR HELP

‘That Japan has been expecting to develop’ 
her conquest in China by the use of foreign 
assistance has been perfectly clear from the 
commencement of the China Incident. The 
same has been frequently suggested by! 
various Japanese speakers and publicists, but 
the latest pronouncement on the subject 
comes from Mr. Sonyu Ohtani, president of 
the North China Development Co. According 
to him imported materials from abroad, 
‘ucquired either by a eredit or through barter’ 
arrangements will be used in the develop- 
ment of North China. He weleomed foreign 
investments in the large-scale economic pro- 
Jects which the Japanese have in mind. It 
is clear that foreign assistance is necessary. 
when it is estimated that no less a sum than. 
‘Yen 1,420,000,000 will be necessary to finance 
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the various enterprises to be undertaken by 
the company’s subsidiaries by 1941, the main 
‘company having a capital of Yen 350,000,000 
‘of which but one-quarter has been paid up. 
Another one-quarter,is to be called up, but 
it is apparent that the company will be un-| 
able to finance the whole of its schemes itself, | 
and that debenture issues will be necessary 
to secure the rest of the money. The sug-| 
gestion that materials can be secured either! 
by means of credits or through barter 
arrangements undoubtedly is inspired by the! 
fact that under the present financial system| 
‘operating in North China it is impossible to 
obtain exchange, and if that cannot be 
arranged then the only course open is to 
secure credits in the countries of origin of| 
the necessary materials, or to resort to the! 
barter system, no matter how clumsy that| 
may be in this day and age. As matters| 
stand at present the main money markets are 
‘closed to Japan. They are likely to remain 
80, for it is obviously against the interests 
‘of the other parties to the Nine Power Pact 
{o finance what after all is a breach of that 
particular document. It would be a morally 
inexcusable thing to do in view of all that 
has happened, and would amount to a be- 
trayal of those very principles which have 
been enunciated in that most important 
agreement, Moreover it is in this very| 
‘apparent future need for foreign funds that} 
Japan may find her greatest diffculties. 

It should be quite plain by now tha¥ the 
Japanese hope that the big financial centres: 
of the world will readily agree to’ a re- 
orientation of trade policies vis-a-vis of 
China is doomed to disappointment. What 
the Japanese want is obviously a restatement) 
of the policy of the Open Door, closing the 
old thoroughfare for the free and equal trade| 
of all countries, and opening a new one 
through which they are to be expected to| 
our in capital money from the use of which 
Japan seeks to secure exclusive benefits. It 
would mean the sacrifice of all that has been 
built up during the past century by foreign 
traders in China, and the embarkation upon 
4 new scheme of things which might have 
No more permanence than that wath whieh 
Japan seeks to endow existing policy. It 
must be remembered that the amount which| 
it Is stated will be necessary in North China 
before 1941, does not in any way represent 
Japan's total needs. There have also to be| 
taken into consideration the sums which will 
be required for similar plans in Central, and, 
It is to be supposed, ultimately South China, 
and if a total figure of something in the 
neighbourhood of Yen 5,000,000,000 is con- 
sidered to be the minimum which will bo| 
necessary in the first stages of the proposed 
developments it may be regarded as a very 
conservative estimate. ‘The expense to which 
Japan has already been put as the result of 
the past sixteen months fighting is not 
ascertainable, but there appears to be general. 
‘agreement amongst economists that while she 
‘has been able to finance hostilities without 
undue strain upon the nation’s financial sys- 
tem, there are indications that money. is 
being spent at a rate which is already giving! 
cause for some anxiety amongst those fully 
apprised of the real situation. Japan may 
be and probably is able to finance the war 
for a considerable time to come, but in order 
fo make this adventure at all profitable it is 
‘apparent not only to the Japanese them- 
selves, as witness Mr. Ohtani's remarks, but 
to the world at large that huge sums’ will 
be required before all the present outlay’ 
can be transformed into a profitable invest 
ment. 

It ‘is perfectly obvious that the policy 
which is being pursued in China by’ the 
Japanese regard to neutral trade, the| 
discrimination at the various ports,’ the! 
‘closing of the principal rivers and. other like 
actions, has been to accumulate a large! 
number of bargaining points the use of| 
which, it is hoped may constrain other 
Powers to fall in with the Japanese view as 
fo the basis upon which future financial and 
commercial relationships with this part of 
Asia shall be regulated. It might prove al 
successful policy if Japan's economic position| 
were invulnerable, but it is apparent that it) 
{is not, and that to offset what Japan is doing 
in China, there is not only the withholding! 
lof the funds, without which Japan's military 
‘successes are nothing more than economic 
liabilities, but also other means which can be) 
depended upon to induce Japan sooner or| 
later to modify her attitude. Despite some! 
original misunderstanding, Mr. Neville 
Chamberlain has made it quite plain that 
Great Britain is not prepared to change her 
role of a trader with China for that of a 
moneylender to Japan for her schemes of 
development. The same may safely be said 
‘of the United States and France, while there| 
are few, if any other nations in a position to 
grant Japan that financial’ accommodation 
Which “is so necessary. Consequently it 
credits cannot be obtained, and it is diffeult| 
to see how they possibly can be, then Japan 
{s forced back to the barter system, which 
means that the proposed developments can 
only proceed at a rate commensurable with 
the development of Chinese trade, and this, 
It is clear could only provide a comparatively 
small annual sum in placo of the large 
lamounts which are admittedly almost im- 
‘mediately necessary. ‘That might very well 
result in a postponement of the time when 
Japan can expect to wrost a profit from her

ill-advised military undertaking. Taking all 
the circumstances into consideration “Mr. 
‘Ohtani is more than a little optimistic if he 
thinks it will bo at all possible to secure that 
assistance which is so obviously necessary 
without a very definite change in Japan's 
policy with regard to the signatories to the 
Nine Power Pact, and while the first few 
tricks of this unpleasant card game have un- 
doubtedly been taken by Japan, by the time 
the whole hand is played the outcome may 
bbe strangely different. 





THE FISHERIES ISSUE 
Dec. 12. 

‘Since the Russo-Japanese Fishery Conven- 
tion was concluded in 1907, following the: 
Treaty of Portsmouth, there has on occasion| 
been something in the nature of a dispute 
between the two countries each time the 
agreement comes up for renewal. In recent 
years there have been several such cases, 
and the present deadlock between the two 
nations over a renewal of the agreement, 
whether for a short or a long period, is just 
‘such another example. Were it not for a 
number of outstanding questions between 
‘Tokyo and Moscow, it is possible that the 
matter would be speedily adjusted, for it is 
obviously in the best interests of the two 
countries that this should be done. The 
present dispute arises out of conflicting 
views held by the respective Governments. 
‘Moscow considers that the question of a new 
fisheries agreement should be made depend- 
ent upon the adjustment of all questions at 
present outstanding between the two coun- 
tries, while Tokyo insists that each must be 
taken upon its merits, and separately at that. 
From that point of view it appears that 
Soviet Russia is more sincere in its desire 
to bring about a better state of affairs in| 
this portion of the world, while Japan seems 
to be entirely without that same quality, the 
Jack of which on the part of other nations in 
her eyes constitutes so important a grievance. 
It is alleged that the Russian Government 
is holding up the conclusion of a fishery 
jagreement because (1) Manchoukuo is with- 
holding the final payment on the sale of 
Russian interests in the Chinese Eastern 
Railway, amounting to Yen 6,000,000, (2) 
that Japan has violated the terms of the 
‘Treaty of Portsmouth regarding the number} 
‘of Japanese soldiers to be stationed in Man- 
churia, and (3) Japanese interference with 
free navigation of La Perouse Strait between 
Hokkaido and Saghalien. With regard to the 
Second of these three’ points the attitude 
adopted by Japan is that, since Manchoukuo’s 
“declaration of independence,” conditions 
have greatly changed, and that it is now by 
reason of a treaty between Manchoukuo and 
Japan that the latter is stationing troops in 
the former country in the numbers she has 
there at present. ‘That amounts to a conten- 
tion that at least in this one respect the 
‘Treaty of Portsmouth has ceased to be effect. 

‘That is hotly contested by M. -Litvinov. 
‘The alleged new situation in Manchuria is 
hot recognized, and it is denied that Japan 
has any right to select which portions of the 
Treaty are applicable to her and which are 
not. Japan's contention that the forbidden 
zones in La Perouse Strait should not inter- 
fere with the free passage of Soviet shipping, 
is countered by the Russian contention that 
‘as the erection of military structures on the| 
shores of the straits is prohibited, there 
should be no forbidden zones. By the ‘Treaty 
of Portsmouth both nations agreed not to| 
construct any fortifications on the Island of 
Saghalien or the adjacent islands, and also 
engaged not to take any military measures: 
which might impede the free navigation of the 
strait in question. This is, obviously, another of. 
those provisions of the Treaty, which proving| 
disadvantageous of Japan, is being disregarded, 
by her. It will be seen, therefore, that while| 
Tokyo is in fact ignoring two provisions of 
the Treaty, with regard to the fisheries ques- 
tion she is insisting upon the validity and 
applicability of the appropriate Article. That} 
is in keeping with the Japanese policy with 
regard to other diplomatic commitments, for 
the last sixteen months have made it quite 
obvious that only such portions of the various 
treaties which suit her purpose are to be 
honoured, while those which do not are to| 
be thrown into the discard. With that point 
of view M. Litvinov most certainly does not. 
agree, and it is to be expected that until he 
receives satisfaction on those two points, as 
well as the payment with regard to the. 
Chinese Eastern Railway there will continue, 
fo be a disobliging attitude on the part of| 
Moscow towards Japanese requirements. The| 
Payment of the final instalment of the pur-| 
chase price of the Russian interests in the| 
Chinese Eastern Railway is a somewhat dif- 
ferent matter. Japan claims that there are 
certain sums owing by the Soviet Government, 
and the argument seems to emerge that this| 
matter could be settled between the Man- 
choukuo Government and the Kremlin, as 
something with which the Japanese have no| 
‘concern. 

‘The point involved is obviously the dif- 
ference between Japanese and Russian views 
‘on the subject of the status of Manchoukuo.

‘The question as to whether Memel witl be 
Herr Hitler’s next objective in Burope natut- 
ally arises as a result of the elections which 
took place on Sunday. ‘The territory in 
question is a thin strip of land about (wie 
the area of Greater London lying adjacent to 
the northern boundary of East Prussia. In 
fact, until the end of the Great War, Meme 
‘was part of East Prussia, but under the Treaty 
of Versailles it was detached from Germany 
and placed under the control of the Confer- 
ence of Ambassadors sitting at Paris. That 
state of affairs did not Inst tong, for on 
January 18, 1923, as the result of a military 
coup Memel passed under the control of 
Lithuania, and the Conference of Ambas- 
sadors, having practically no other choice. 
bowed to the fait accompli and ratified the 
new conditions so brought about. In 10% 
the Memel Convention was signed by 
Lithuania, Great Britain, France, Italy und 
Japan, constituting the territory as a unit 
within the sovereignty of Lithuania, aranting 
, however, a large measure ‘of local 
autonomy. ‘The population according to 
Lithuanian official figures consists of 45.2 per 
cent. Germans, 24.2 per cont. Memellanders, 
265 per cent. Lithuanians; the remainder 
consisting of Poles, Jews, Russians and 
Letts. ‘The country is wholly uninteresting 
and desperately poor, but to Lithuania it is 
of considerable importance as. the Port of 
Meme! provides her with an outlet to the sea. 
‘The German section of the population has 
always retained its affection for the Father: 
Jand, despite’ attempts by the Lithuanians to 
‘wean them from it, a fact which it is re- 
ported has considerably irked them, and may 
to some extent account for the very definite 
cleavage which has always existed betwee" 
the two peoples. Ever since Memel was cut 
fay from East Prussia the Germans have 
always been waiting for their opportunity ' 
go back to their original allegiance, and the 
Success of the Anschluss and the division of 
Czechoslovakia have undoubtedly inspired 
them with a new enthusiasm, as indicating &* 
means whereby their ambitions may bv 
achieved. They are not content with the 
autonomy which has been assured them under 
the Memel Convention claiming that the 
provisions of that document have been com 
sistently infringed by the Lithuanians 

The complaints which they put forward 
have the old familiar ring.

The Lima Conference 

‘The Eighth Pan-American Conference, which 
opened at Lima yesterday, will be watched 
Wwithconsiderable’ Interest’ in. many quarters 
of the world. Developments in Europe, and 
the endeavours of the totalitarian states. 10 
penetrate economically. into the American con- 
tinent have undoubtedly ‘created an atmosphere| 
‘of some anxiety, and strengthened ‘the desire 
of solidarity which it is hoped will be achieved 
at this momentous meeting. Amongst the pro-| 
Jposals which are to be considered is the form 
tion of an American League of Nations, the| 
writing of an Inter-American Code of Peace, 
tho establishment of an American Court of 
International Justice, and a declaration refus- 
ing the recognition of conquered territory. To 
some it will appear that the European experi- 
ment with the League of ‘Nations, is merely 
Being Fepeated in the western hemisphere, and 
while fo-a very great extent this Is true, it must 
be remembered that it is being considered in 
entirely different circumstances than was the 
establishment of the European League. The 
fnew proposals will not be considered in the 
post-war atmosphere which prevailed at Ver 
failles: there will be a greater community of 
deals than existed at the time in Europe, 
while if the conference proves successful it is 
ot to be believed that the United States will 
Tater refuse to take part in whatever inslitu- 
thons are established. Totalitarian penetration, 
‘especially “into South America ‘has been 
Wwatched with anxiety for some time past, and| 
itis possible that an arrangement may be| 
agreed upon whereby the future stability of 
the northern and southern American continents 
may be protected aga fe influences an 
Interference. That undoubtedly. is what-Presi=

The Old Watchman Retires 
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New Territorial Chief 


An appointment of considerable importance 
to Britain's expanding defence plans and of 
articular interest to Shanghai is that of Lieut. 
|Gen. W.D.S, Brownrigg to the post of Director- 
General of the Territorial Army. Lieul-Gen, 
‘Brownrigg, who was G.S.0.1 at the War Offlee 
until he ‘came to China with the Shanghai 
Detence Force as Quartermaster General, and 
afterwards Quartermaster General in. charge 
lof the Administration of the North China Com- 
mand and later China Command, succeeds 
General Sir Walter St. G. Kirke. He has a 
‘brilliant war record, and in addition to honours 
hhe was mentioned in dispatches six times. After 
fhis China experience he commanded the 159th 
(Welsh Border) Infantry Brigade, the 1th 
Infantry Brigade and the Sst (Highland) 
Division of the Territorial Army before going 
Jas Commandant of the Royal Military College 
fat Sandhurst and, before his new Territori 
appointment, Military Secretary to the War 
Secretary. in the latter post he is succeeded by 
Maj.-Gen. George Giffard in whom Mr, Leslie 
Hore-Belisha will find a competent and able 
collaborator. As Director-General of the 
Territorial Army, Licut-Gen, Brownrigg brings 
with him organizing and administrative abilit- 
ies of a high order capable of meeting the 
demands exacted by the new staius of the 
‘Territorial Army as an integral part of Brital 
ational defence. During the Great War, this 
organization which earned for itself the un- 
deserved and scandalously deprecatory title of 
“Saturday afternoon soldiers,” proved to be the 
nucleus of Britain's fine eivitian army which 
yielded to nobody. Since the war, it has been 
Maintained but without the encouragement 
worthy of its usefulness. On July 1 last year 
pre- 
crisis date, although its establishment was 203,- 
(000 the actual strength was only 185,000, 
National mobilization urgencles emphasized by 
European developments nearly leading to 
another big war have corrected this tendency 
‘and this year's recruiting has drastically altered 
the situation. Two givisions with a nominal 
‘establishment of 19%600 were converted into 
‘anti-aireraft divisions and at the time of the 
crisis the Government was able to announce 
that the Territorial anti-aircraft force was §0,- 
(000 strong. There has been considerable criticism 
in and out of Parliament on the defence ques- 
tion but there has also been an acute percep- 
tion of the value of a civilian army typified in 
‘the Territorials and the necessity for develop- 
ing this unit. It is to this task of supreme 
national importance that Lieut.-Gen. Brownrigg 
now applies himself.

Tn Tientsin this may be due partly 
to the uncertainty of Japanese busi- 
ness circles as to the intentions of 
their military with regard to the for- 
lin concessions. But in both places 
itis chiefly duc to the increasing 
dificulty of exporting yen from 
Japan, and the still greater difieulty 
‘of obtaining the foreign currency for 
which alone foreign firms are. pre: 
pared to sell. 
Iron Works Comple! 
One of the few big concerns that 
has started operations asa result of 
the Japanese occupation is the Lung 
‘Yen Tron Works, near Shihchingshan 
‘on the Hun River, about twelve 
miles. to the west ‘of Peiping. But 
this was already in existence before 
the invasion, It was erected as long 
ago, as the early "twenties by certain 
mombers of the Antu Party which 
was at that time in power, with 
money borrowed from Japan.” After 
the Antu party was overthrown, the 
works which ‘were practically com- 
pleted wore never opened and have 
stood derelict for nearly fifteen years, 
‘The Japanese have now put them 
in working order, and iron ore 
brought from the Lunyen mines near 
Suanhuafu on the Peiping-Kalgan 
line is smelted there. The output is 
said, however, to be small and the 
production not very efficient, because 
the machinery is out of date and 
needs to be completely replaced. 


‘The railways are functioning more 
or less, though, here again, owing to 
the shortage of cars and the activi- 
ties of the guerillas, the service is 
often irregular on’ some of the 
ines, and certainly very much more, 
limited than before the invasion. 
‘The only line that is running much 
as it used to Is the Peiping-Mukden 
Railway; the Peiping-Sulyuan line is 
‘open along the whole of its length 
but with a greatly curtailed service;

If they send out larger ex-| 
editions, they have little dieulty| 
in dispersing the badly-armed gueril- 
Jas, but’ as soon as they withdraw | 
the bulk of their forces, the Chinese| 
move in again, eut up the small posts| 
left, behind, and the country reverts| 
to its former condition, 

‘As things are at present, it looks 
fas it the only way the ' Japanese 
would’ be able to establish effective 
control over the whole of North 
China would be by keeping large 








harvest scasons, thanks to a long 
growing season’ and the presence of 
water for irrigation of the crops. 
‘The robbing season is even longer, 
as nothing but heavy snows or 
stinging defeat in battle can dampen | 
the ardour of the brigands in Tibe- 
tan border country.

Rocent victims of burnt villages in 
the Chihchuan and Poshan  hsiens.

China's economic rehabilitation will 
be hastened in direct proportion to 
the return of peace and order in the 
‘Japanese-occupied areas, Mr. Seihin 
Ikeda, Minister of Finance and con- 
currently Minister of Commerce and 
Industry, told newspapermen here 
yesterday as he left for Osaka to 
atlend a bankers’ meeting there. 

‘Mr. Tkeda was optimistic regarding 
the currency situation in North 
China, where he said the strengthen 
ing of the Mengkiang and Federal 
Reserve banks, the former serving 
‘Mongolia and’ Charhar, the latter 
North China, had made’ money con- 
ditions easier. 

‘The operations of the North China 
‘and Central China Development Com- 
panies, Mr. Ikeda declared, were 
already under way in various felds. 

‘The Minister of Finance hinted at 
the possible conclusion of bilateral 
import and export equalizing treaties 
with nations supplying Japan with 
raw materials for her industries in 
‘order to promote her overseas trade, 

Exports, Mr. Ikeda declared, could 
be further increased if raw materials 
were more easily acquired. 

Increases in the budget were also 
foreshadowed by Mr. Ikeda, who 
revealed that the military and naval 
services would submit additional ap- 
propriations for thelr extraordinary 
‘expenditures during the coming fiscal 
year up to January 20. 

‘The budget, he added, would be 
submitted to the Dict by the begin- 
wg of February. 

Speclal Army Budget 

Financial observers predicted today 
‘that ¥.6,000,000,000 probably will be 
appropriated for the special military 
budget of the War Ministry for the 
next fiscal year covering a 14-month 
period from February, 1939 to 
‘March, 1940. 

‘The’ sum ‘of ¥.4,000,000,000 will be 
allotted to the War Office for military 
‘expenses compared to Y.3,257,000,000 
for the current fiscal year ending in 
January, 1939, 

‘Arrangements for expenditures will 
be for period from February, 1939 to 
March, 1940 instead of from February, 
1939 to January, 1940, to remove in- 
convenience arising from the differ- 
‘ence between the calendar fiseal year 
for the China military budget and 
the budgetary ‘fiscal year for the 
general national budget.

Amusing scones were witnessed as} 
the two vessels berthed at the U.S. 
and French naval buoys, the erews of 
other warships anchored in the river, 
fengaging in. cheerful sallies at the 
‘expense of the sailors standing on the 
decks of the new arrivals. "Did you 
inave a nice vacation?", “I bet you're 
ready for some decent, ‘chow’,” and 
“Where are your beards?” were heard 
by a "North-China Dally News” re- 
porter who witnessed the arrival of 
the Luzon from the deck of the USS. 
Isabel, flagship of the Yangtze flotilia,| 
and the equally cheerful replies from 
the Luzon, including the commander's 
“ve had to turn all my collars” illus~| 
trated the happy-go-lucky spirit which! 
fone usually associates with. sailors. 

While the Amiral Charnier moored 
ut the French naval buoys the Luzon 
‘drew alongside the Isabel, and on her 
‘decks wore noticed trunks and port 
‘manteatt of all descriptions, boxes and 
packages and even a private rickshaw, | 
most of these being the property of 
the six elvilians who had made’ the| 
Journey downriver on the warship. 

Under the command of Lieut.-Cdr. 
©. B, MeVay, the Luzon, accompanied 
by the Amiral Charnier, left Hankow 
on December 5 under ‘the terms of 
‘a note presented to the senior naval 
oMicers of third party Powers in 
Shanghal by, Vieo-Admiral | Koshiro 
Olkawa, which extended facilities for 
the passage of foreign warships {rom| 
points up-river to Shanghai under 
ertain unrevealed conditions. 

Evacuees 

‘As soon as the Luzon was made 
secure the Commander left the vessel 
to pay a call on Admiral H. E. 
Yarnell, aboard the USS. Augusta, 
while the -elvilians quickly gathered, 
thelr belongings and made the journey 
to the shore by naval launches or 
sampans. 

‘The names of the evacuees on board 
were: Mr. James Stewart, American,| 
Assistant-manager of | the Marine| 
Dept, American Associated Under 
writers; Dr. Logan H. Roots of the| 
‘American Church Mission, recently| 
the target of Japanese acid throwers 
in Wuchang; Dr. G. Nystrom of the 
Swedish Mission, Eastern Hupeh; the| 
Rev. Leslie Fairfield, American| 
Church Mission and St. Jaines's Hos-| 
pital, Anking; Mr. John Davies jr. of 
the ‘American Consular service and| 
Mr. Fielder, from Chengchow, Honan. 
‘All of these evacuees were taken on| 
board at Hankow. 

Kullng Refugees 

A “North-China Daily News" re-| 
porter was informed that the USS, 
‘Monocacy, which was to have left 
Kiuklang ‘in the convoy, was still 
waiting there for the release of 34| 
foreigners at Kullng, the mountain| 
resort which has been surrounded by| 
the Japanese. ‘These were expected| 
to arrive there today, he stated and 
the Monocacy may’ sail | therefore| 
clther today or tomorrow.

women being raped. Sometime later 
the Japanese came back and attempted 
to iake another party during which 
some more women were. ilstreated 
and so T attempted to Intervene. After 
arguing with the officers we persuad- 
fed them to leave and as they were 
doing so two soldiers disgraced the 
‘American flag on the wall, hoping 
that T would get angry. AS nothing| 
happened they picked “up a carbolie 
eid spray qun and turned it into my] 
face. ‘Then they left. Apart. trom| 
stinging the acid did’ little damage

‘The Rev. Leslie Fairfleld, in an

‘No one wag injured and as soon as 
the hull had been located underneath 
UMS. Kent, divers went down to 
make her fast and she was sub- 
sequently pulled to the surface. 











Sandpiper Incident

Shanghai, Dec. 9.

Anti-Tuberculosis 
Drive Started 


‘Shanghal, Dec. 10. 
With the gradual breaking up of 
the refugee camps and the return 
of thousands of refugees to the out- 
Tying farm districts, Shanghal is 
breathing a bit easier as far as the 
refugee problem in general is con- 
cerned. But the decreasing refugee 
problem has left Shanghal with a 
Targe legacy of tubercular patients. 
There are more tubercular refugee 
patients now secking entrance into 
the tuberculosis hospitals for refugees 
than, ever before. Every bed in 
these’ refugee institutions is filed 
and applications for admittance far 
‘outnumber beds left empty by deaths 
for recoveries. It has become ap- 
parent that of all the refugee hos- 
pitals, the last that can be closed up 
will "be those that care for the 
increasing number of tubercular 
patients that eannot go back to thelr 
homes and former occupations. 

Just as in leprosy, segregation 
still remains the best means for 
preventive work, in lke manner 
there is no better preventive work 
done at the present time in the 
refugee campsvand the over crowded 
Chinese homes of Shanghai than that 
done by those who take the tuber- 
cular patients from these crowded 
‘quarters and care for them in large 
Hospital wards. Both the patients 
‘and the remaining refugees are 
thereby greatly benefitted. 

In order that this work for 
tubercular patients, especially among 
the refugee camps and crowded 
homes, may become more permanent, 
fa strong organization was recently 


born. ‘The Shanghat Anti-Tuber~ 
culesis Association composed of 
‘Shanghai's foremost benefactors, 


sanatarians, educators and gentry put 
themselves behind the task of caring 
for the greatly increased number of 
tubercular patients resulting from the 

During December, a sub-committee 
of this Association’ is launching 9 
large Anti-Tubereulosis Christmas 
‘Stamp Sale in Shanghai not only to 
raise funds, but especially to educate 


the public in getting them anti- 
tuberculosis. minded, 
‘The Hospital for ‘Tuberculosis, 


‘operated by the * Anti-Tuberculosis: 
Association, is now housed in the 
‘spacious rooms of a large modern 
ullding on the compound of St. 
Luke's No. 2 Refugee Hospital, 378 
Brenan Road, opposite Jessfield Park. 
‘The hospital is, open for inspection 
every Wednesday afternoon from 
three to five. It takes in patients 
as fast as beds become vacant. ‘The 
superintendent solicits the help of 
Shanghai residents in procuring! 
bed linen, towels, pillows, Chinese 
cotton blankets and such things as 
are essential in a sanatorium for 
tubercular patients.

Electric Motors Disappear 
From Factory

‘Twenty-six electric motors valued 
at about $15,000 have mysteriously 
disappeared from mill number two of 
the Deutsche Farben Handelsgesells: 
chatt Waibel & Co,, situated on Pao- 
shan Road near the Eight-character 
Bridge, it was learned from reliable 
sources yesterday. 

‘The ‘ill which was slightly 
damaged during last year's hostilities, 
was not being operated at present 
and Japanese watchmen had been 
engaged by the German Chemical 
‘dye concern to keep the plant locked 
vp. 

‘The discovery of the disappearance 
of the machinery was made two days 
‘ago and the Japanese watchmen pro- 
fessed ignorance as to how the motors 
disappeared. Due to the fact that 
it must have taken anywhere between 
20 and 30 coolles to shift the machin- 
ery onto trucks, it js hard to believe 
that the watchman had no knowledge 
of the affair if he actually was at his. 
post, the same sources believed, 

‘The Japanese authorities are under- 
stood to have taken up investigations, 
and have arrested a Russian and a 
‘Chinese. After questioning these sus- 
pects however, they were released, 
No further deiails are available but 
investigations are proceeding, it was 
understood.

‘This scems to prove that the pur- 
chasing power of the Russian colony 
is steadily rising. Russians form 
large percentage of cinema audienc 
‘They support the Russian ‘Theatre, 
Operetta and even the Ballet. Large 
numbers throng to the Municipal 
‘Orchestra Concerts. Without them 
Several of these enterprises would 
never be able to cover overhead ex- 
penses and would rapidly pass out 
of existence, 

‘The Russian public Is not so evid- 
ent in banks and stores as a good 
part of It speaks English. But should 
Russians when they make any pur- 
chase or give any firm a chance to 
‘make money make it a point to speak 
only Russian, the number of Russian 
employees of these firms would in- 
ereaso to auich a degree that unem- 
ployment in the colony would be 
radically curtailed or eradicated al 
together. If it be remembered that 
Russians form a good half of the 
foreign population of Shanghai, it 

‘be evident that this half-joking 
suggestion that Russians in Shanghai 
speak only in their own tongue bears 
a note of seriousness.

Life in Iran 

‘The first Russian family to arrive 
here from Iran as a result of the 
repressive laws against emigres pass- 
‘ed recently by the Iranian govern- 
ment is that of Mr. Schukin, who 
tells of the life of Russians in that 
country. “After the revolution several 
thousand Russian refugees settled 
in that country. During the last ten 
years Iranian cities have experienced 
a building boom, and many Russians 
found employment in architectural 
concerns, though many others opened 
stores and workshops. All this time, 
it is true, the educational facilities 
for ‘Russian children were in a sad 
state; children of well-to-do parents 
study in French schools, as there are 
no Russian schools anywhere. (There 
is, in fact, only one Russian church.) 
Last year’ Russians were told by the 
Kovernment to leave’ the cities for 
the interior; and as agriculture in 
Tran can offer nothing but an ex- 
tremely meagre living, the only re- 
maining course of action was to leave 
the country—especially as" Russian 
specialists were denied the right to 
worl in their profession. The thoughts 
of most Russian emigres in Iran 
today turn towards the Far East, 
and the family of Mr. Schukin are, 
according to him, the first to reach 
‘Shanghai. More Russians whose ex- 
Istence in Iran has become impos- 
sible due to the strong native com- 
petition with foreigners which is 
aided by the government, are ex- 
ected to arrive here shorily, 


New Religion 

A recent letter to the Editor of the 
NGDN. on the New Religion and 
its Prophecies has attracted consider- 
‘able attention among Russians—all, 
the more so as it was not difficult 
for them to guess who it was hiding 
behind the initials L.V.G. Special 
interest was created by the prediction 
of a revolution in Russia in the year 
1939, and of a momentous event thet 
fs to occur'in Moscow before the end 
of the month. All these auguries 
were translated by the Russian press, 
Whose readers have settled down to 
a three weeks’ wait before one pre- 
diction at any rate i due to come 
true. 

The necessity to conform to the 
regulations of the Japanese authori- 
ties regarding the transportation of 
Property in districts under their  oc- 
cupation has been stressed by the 
Russion Emigrants’ Committee.

Reich Jews Forced 
(To Come Here 


Berlin, Dec. 6. 

Gestapo measures compelling Jews 
Jn prisons and concentration eamps to 
sign pledges promising to leave the 
‘country immediately are threatening 
to wreck Jewish emigration plans and 
‘causing thousands to book passage for 
‘Shanghai, it was revealed today. 

‘The Gestapo is demanding pledges 
that imprisoned Jews leave the Reich 
either immediately or in three weeks 
‘after their release from prisons or 
‘concentration camps. In some cases 
the Jews are compelled to sign such 
pledges before obtaining their release 
from the concentration camps, it was 
reported. 

Since it is impossible for thousands 
to obtain visas to leave Germany on 
such short notice, it was learned that 
many planned to leave for Shanghai 
because such a trip entailed no visas. 

Although no visas are required to 
enter Shanghai, Jews here are not 
very anxious to travel to the China 
Port because of discouraging reports 
of the treatment of Jews in China—

He had been 
requested to bring some Interpreter 
Clerks with him but had recruited: 
only one whom he had brought all 
the way from Tientsin.

It 
jseemed impossible to do so at such 
notice In view of the|

Fortunately T got him an ex BAT. 
employee who had been for several 
years a sort of boy, clerk and in 
erpreter all combined of a District 
Inspector speaking the Northern 
Gialeet. “He was very intelligent but 
certainly did not possess the absurdly 
igh standard of education required 
for Ist class Interpreters. ‘He refused 
fo go in any other eapacity and Mr.

Up to that time some of the so- 
called ist class Interpreter Clerks 
‘already in France had not proved 
satisfactory although they had the 
regulation qualifications. They were| 
too young and inexperienced _and| 
often resented the discipline to which 
they were necessarily subjected. 

‘The man I luckily secured for My. 
‘Swallow was a man of about 35, a 

ugh and ready type, accustomed to 
‘carry’ out instructions’ and give them 
to others. He made an excellent, 
Impression on those in charge of the 
camp. 

Mr. G. S. Moss, of the Consular 
Service who had been seconded for 
duty as Secretary of the camp at 
Weihaiwei, requested me to send them. 
more men of the same type. 1 
‘agreed provided all those sent were 
given Ist class rank. From that time 
the regulations for the appointment, 
‘of Ist class Interpreter Clerks were 
less rigidly. applied. 

T recruited quite a number all of 

whom it was said to my great satis- 
faction proved to be among the best 
of thelr class in France. I received 
many very interesting letters from| 
these men ‘whilst in France. For some: 
T acted as trustee for their salaries| 
paid in China and obtained work for! 
many of them on thelr return home| 
fatter the war, 
‘My chief difeulty arose trom the’ 
|German propaganda referred to in 
the Shanghai Chinese Press suggest 
ing harsh treatment of the CLC. in| 
France. ‘This was successfully coun-| 
tered by the publication of the facts 
including lelters from men already 
at the front, 

TT paid a visit to the camp at Wei- 
haiwel on the invitation of Mr. Moss. 
Tt was in the month of November 
and T travelled direct in an un- 
recorded sailing of the Empress of, 
JAsia which I boarded at Woceung| 
after midnight. 

T was greatly impressed with the 
remarkable efficiency of a big emer~ 
gency organization created, » almost 
Jone might say, ‘over night’ handling! 
the recruiting, instruction, drilling, 
rogimentation, equipment, ‘means ot 
identification and "embarkation of 
thousands of coolies every month, 
sifting out undesirables, selecting a 
superior type as ‘gangers’ for every 
10 coolies and generally preparing 
‘them. in every way to perform the 
Sutles required of them in France. 
‘There it is common knowledge they 
discharged them in a highly satis 
factory manner. 

‘There were no evidences of any 
dissatisfaction with - thelr treatment 
by the Chinese employed in France. 
Indeed the organization as a whole 
Proved in every respect of great value 
‘and reflected the highest eredit from 
start to finish on those in executive 
control of it. 

Whilst at the camp I had an op- 
ortunity to witness the embarkation | 
of aboui, T think, 1,200 coolies. This 
‘contingent travelled to France via| 
[Canada and sailed to Vancouver on. 








/The embarkation of this large 
of men was an unforgettable master 


piece of organization. Incidentally] 
it was carried out in a heavy snow- 
storm. It must bo said also that the 
Chinese responded admirably, on this| 
occasion as always, to the efficient 
Yeadership of their British Omicers 
‘most of whom could speale to. them 
in their own Chinese dialect. 

Incidentally there is food for, re~ 
fection inthe fact that in physique 
‘and natural intelligence these coolies 
sent to France were probably un- 
excelled by those of any other 
nationality. “What is still . more 
significant, in view of current events 
fof tremendous import to China and 
the world, there are teeming millions 
in China’ of the same fine calibre. 
In addition to these great qualities 
the Chinese as a race are naturally 
passive and unaggressive and the| 
World at large has nothing to fear| 
‘and much to gain by China's recon- 
struction on the basis of modern 
ssclentifc conceptions if she is per- 
mitted, as defined at the Washington 
Conference of 1922, “a free and un- 
embarrassed opporiunity to develop 
hher economic resources and maintain 
for herself an effective and stable 
Government, and on such secure, 
foundations ‘that all outside interven 
‘tion may be eliminated’ 

‘As a last reference to the CLC. 
it is not Inappropos perhaps to say 
that those qualities manifested in the 
remarkable. efficiency of its British 
Oficers in the C.LC. organization are 
Inherent in the British race, ‘They 
fare responsible for the bullding up| 
of “a vaster Empire than has been" 
‘whose ‘influence In the promotion of| 
Progressive human welfare has been 
‘and is now wholly beneficent. It is| 
Important to remember that it is: still 
the psychological attributes of the 
‘man behind the gun that largely de- 
termines its effectiveness. Nothing

the splendid heritage of ages of 
evolutionary processes.

Missing Russian: 
Wife’s Pathetic Plea 


"Yo the Editor of the 
"Nowrl-Cunwa Dany News" 

Sim—I write to you in the hope 
that someone might help me to find 
out the fate or whereabouts of my 
husband, Capt. A.M. Troyan, who 
was arrested by the Chinese author!- 
lies in Hankow in June, 1938 and I 
have had no news of him ever since 
nor do I know what was the cause 
of his arrest. 

Here are a few facts about my hus- 
band prior to his disappearance. 
Former offer of the Russian Imperial 





‘companies along China coast, as 
Captain in the different ships since 
1025. His last ship was ss. Yung 
Heng of Messrs. Tal Chong | Chiang 
Steamship Company which was on 
the Yangtze River at Hankow when 
the present war started and booms 
were thrown across the river. His 
ship, however, was making frequent 
trips carrying coal, Salt Gabelle ship- 
ments and accidentally being requisi- 
Honed to carry soldiers. . 
Later, the Shanghai office of Messrs. 
Tai Chong Chiang Steamship Co.

Yung 
Heng became ss. Douro of the 
Almelda Steamship Co. (December, 
1997) and in official matters, himself 
@ Chinese subject since 1932, had to 
deal through the Portuguese Consul 
in Hankow, Mr. A. T.  Belchenko. 
‘Trusted and loyal man, I know, my 
husband never had any  diiculties 
with his employers or with the 
Chinese authorities, faithfully carry- 
ing his duties with the ship.

tze by his company. On the morning 
June 16;-1938, according to a Russian 
traveller, who visited my husband at

‘The 
policemen also detained ‘my husband 
as a witness, they said, without re- 
vealing any particular charge against 
him personally.

sentenced to life imprisonment by the| 
First Special District Court while ac- 
complices Chen Ping and Ching Shi- 
‘kong, all former officals of the society 
were each sentenced to three years’ 
imprisonment. It will also be recall 
Jed that attached to Tsai's blood-stained 
fread a note warning against. taking 
lanti-Japanese attitude was found. 

Despite the strong evidence pro 

iueed by the police the accused have 
Jappealed against the decisions made 
by the lower court asserting that they 
knew nothing about the murder of 
the late Mr. ‘Tal. A debate was held 
in the high court and a judgment will, 
soon be announced. Yang only ad- 
mitted that he knew that the late Mi, 
‘Tsai: was invited to a dinner held on| 
the sixth floor of the New Asia Hotel, 
Hongkew where his society was} 
located explaining, however, that he!

virtue of his position, the absconding| 
bank oficer had forged the slmature|

‘owner and customer of the bank, and| 
drawn out by instalments $50,000 
from his account. Before committing] 
the crime, it was alleged, he consulted 
with the ‘two accused. 

‘The crime was discovered recently| 
when a messenger was sent by Mr. 
‘Chang to draw out $10,000. ‘The bank 
found out that in Mr. Chang’s savings 
account there was not enough money 
{to pay the bearer and Mr. Chang was 
accordingly notified. Mr. Chang at 
once started investigations and in- 
formed the police of the forgery, and 
it is belleved that during the inves- 
tigations the forger fled. 











Foreigners in Arms Fraud 


‘Shanghai, Dee. 8. 

‘Two foreigners and a Chinese who 
were arrested recently in connection 
with the fraud in which the Siber 
/Hegner Company, Museum Road, 
were alleged to have been victimized 
to the extent of $9,040 were formally 
charged with the crime in the First 
Special District Court yesterday but 
the accused all pleaded not guilty. 

‘The accused were Stanislav Adam- 
sky, a Pole, C. Denisoff, a Russian,

Chinese were brought before the 
First Special District Court yester~ 
day on. a writ of detention. ‘They 
‘were not questioned and the’ formal 
hearing of the case Is to take place 
‘on December 15. 

"The accused’ were Georgy S. 
Anisimoff, Genady C. Von Arnold

In the guise of a customer, the 
police informer first negotiated ‘with 
the two accused Chinese for the 
purchase of 25 ounces of heroin with

‘arrested them, ‘The homes of the 
three Russians were raided by the 
police led by Detective-Sergeant J. ¥. 
Milhouse and, as a result, they found 
a quantity of opium and a pair of 
scales.

Prison for Smuggling 


Shanghai, Dee. 9. 

Found guilty of aiding and abettins: 
{in the transportation of opium, Wan 
Shi-long, the laodah of a Chinese 
junk, was sentenced to five months’ 
imprisonment yesterday by the Second 
Special District Court in connection 
with the seizure by the Customs River 
Police on November 2 of $0 tins of 
the drug valued at about $70,000. His 
two assistants were cach sentenced 
to three months’ Imprisonment. ‘The 
third assistant was acquitted, 

Investigations of the case have not 
‘yet been completed as the owner of 
the drug is still at large, Wang told 
the court that a man travelling 
‘aboard a foreign steamer came to 
hhim and asked him to transport some 
goods for which he would like to pay 
/$3. He did not know the contents of 
the tins put in his junk by the cus- 
fomer, he said. His assistants told 
the juldge that their business was to 
help their laodah to transport the 
goods having no power to question ax 
to what cargo he was transporting. 

‘The authorities paid serious atton- 
tion to the case considering the bix 
‘quantity of drug seized in the junk 
which was reported to be Indian 
‘opium to be used for carrying out 
the opium monopoly plan. The fourth 
man was at first stated to be the man 
assigned to take delivery of the cargo 
‘but the court found him innocent. 








Wa Wai Gamblers Sentenced 
Shanghai, Dec. 9. 

Yesterday, in the Second Special 
District Court, ten Wa Wai gambling 
house owners and gamblers, who were 
arrested in the French Concession 
‘early in the week, were sentenced to 
two or three months’ imprisonment. 

It ig interesting to note that the 
evil of Wa Wai gambling, a kind of 
privately arranged loltery system 
‘created for the purpose of enriching, 
‘a few people who run the business 
was stamped out some years ago ax 
‘a result of the combined efforts made 
by the police of the then three 
municipalities. Numerous Wa Wai 
gamblers were arrested and pro- 
‘socuted. 

‘Recently, numerous gambling houses 
have ‘been run by professional 
gamblers in the western district and 
they pay heavy taxes to the Japanese- 
‘supported Chinese authorities daily or 
monthly. It has now been revealed 
in court that the latest device of the 
gamblers is to revive Wa Wai gamb- 
ling among the ignorant and several 
notorious Wa Wai gamblers have 
established their headquarters in 
‘Tsaokadoo, Chinese territory near the 
western district. 

Careful investigations made by spe- 
clal detectives in the Concession re- 
vealed that two branches of the new 
gambling establishment were located 
in Avenue Haig and Siecawel. Ac- 
cordingly, a raid was carried out on 
the Avenue Haig premises where Koo 
Hai-keng was arrested. Koo, it was 
alleged in court, was the manager of 
the branch establishment. When the 
police went to the Siecawei establish- 








ment they could not discover the 
manager because he had fled befor# 
they arrived but /they took seven 
gamblers into custody.

Particulars of the British’ naval and 
military forces in North China. were 
given by Mr. R. A. Butler, Under-

military forces on November 1 com- 
prised $7 oficers, and 855 other ranks. 

Foreign garrisons in North China 
then were United States, 555; France, 
1,529, and Italy, 342, while the strength 
of the Japanese garrison could not be 
bscertained.

‘The frst oficial comment on the 
signature of the Franco-German “no 
war" declaration appears today in the 
Foreign OMice organ, “Informazione 
Diplomatica,” 

In responsible circles in Rome, the 
Journal states, the signing is recelv- 
ed with “open favour” as bringing 
about a “notable clarification in the 
relations between two Powers. 

‘The newspaper reveals that the 
text was communicated at the end of 
October by Herr Joachim von Rib- 
bentrop, the German Foreign Min- 
Ister, who signed the declaration on 
behalf of Germany, to Signor Mus-

‘The first log of the return trip of 
the German “Goodwill” plane ended 
speetacularly when the gleaming 
sliver monoplane encountered engine 
trouble almost within sight of Manila 
and crashed into the China Sea.

Ing boats off the village of Rosario, 
thirty miles west of Manila, 

Startled by the unexpected landing, 
the Filipino fshermen rushed to the 
rescue of the Germans when they 
saw that the Condor transport air 
liner had started to sink. 


Rescue In Nick of Time 


‘They removed the six Germans 
from the plane a moment before it 
sank. While they were rescuing the 
Germans, Captain Mark Lewis of the 
United Siates Army hovered overhead 
in an aeroplane and watched the 
operations. Captain Lewis, who was 
sent by Manila authorities to make 
a search for the missing German 
plane, which failed to arrive on 
schedule, Immediately flashed a radio 
‘message’ to Manila asking that an 
amphibian be sent to pick up the 
Germans. 

‘Although he witnessed the crash 
and saw the Filipino shermen rescue 
the Germans, he was unable to help 
because he was flying a land plane. 
He kept hovering over the wreck, 
however, and sent radio messages 10 
‘Manila informing the world that the 
Germans had been saved. 


‘The Condor sank fast but was not 
completely submerged in the water. 
Witnesses reported that the top of 
the submerged Condor was visible 
from the shore. The plane sank 
‘about 100 feet from the shore and it 
was expected that the authorities 
would be able to salvage the airliner 
at low tide, 

‘The German airmen apparently 
were making an effort to land on 
the beach, but they were prevented 
from carrying out thelr hope for an 
‘emergency landing and were forced 
to crash into the shallow waters be- 
cause the engine faded. 

Hundreds of curious Filipinos lined 
the shore to witness the unsual spect- 
acle of the submerged plane, Many. 
fshermen brought out their boats and

US. Trade Killed 
By Japanese War 


San Francisco, Dec. 9. 
Japan's capture of Hankow and 
Canton and its severance of com- 
munications with the interlor of 
China practically spells the eid of 
all American trade with China, in 
the opinion of the Institute of Pacific 
Relations. 

‘This trade in the past has averaged 
‘approximately US$5,000,000 a month, 
it Is stated. According to a survey 
which the Institute has just com- 
pleted, there remain only four lines 
of communication into China over 
which American trade might pass. 





‘There are the rallway-highway 
route from French Indo-China to 
Southern Kwangsi province, the 


narrow guage railway from French 
Indo-China into Yunnan provinee, the 
newly-constructed road from Burma 
northward into Yunnan, and the long 
overland route from Soviet Russia 
through Chinese Turkestan into 
central China. 
‘Transport Costs Too High 

‘The use of any of these four routes, 
however, entails such as increase in 
the costs of transportation that it Is, 
unlikely that they will be used for, 
any American exports, other than 
those of a strictly military character, 
the Institute said. 

‘As a consequence, the virtual doom. 
of American trade in China under 
present conditions is foreseen. 

‘American exports to China in the 
months immediately prior to the out- 
break of hostilities in the Orient 
averaged about five million dollars: 
‘a month. With the beginning of the 
war, they fell to about U.S-$1,500,000| 
per month, picking up later to near- 
ly U.S.$4,000,000. 

Eight-month Record Shown 

During the eight-month period from 
‘August to January, 1938, America's 
trade with “China ‘fell from US- 
$43,629,000 in 1936 to U.S.$23,561,000 
in 1938, 

‘Since August, when American trade 
was still howering at the US- 
$4,000,000 figure, it has continued to 
drop until it approximates only about 
$2,000,000 monthly, the great bulk of 
which is through Hongkong, to which 
American trade switched after the 
‘Japanese occupation of Shanghai 

Even before the capture of Canton 
and the severance of American trade 
with the interior of China, the In- 
stilule's survey shows that a great 
shift in major products had taken 
‘place,’ the Chinese demand changing 
from’ pence time to war time 
products. 

‘This is regarded as further in- 
ication that what little trade may 
now be possible with China over: 
the four expensive routes that still 
maintain contact with the outside 
‘world will be confined to strictly In- 
dispensable war materials. 

Change in Nature of Trade 

‘The shift in the character of trade 
with China was featured by declines 
in tin plate, which fell trom 
‘US$2171,000 for the frst eight 
months of 1937, to U.S$308,000 for 
the rst eight months this year; in 
coal-tar dyes, from US$1,551,000 to 
‘U.S$319.000; and in leat tobacco from 
US$4.220,000 to U.S.$3,443,000,

What 
altitude the Japanese government

‘The Foreign Office spokesman made 
a fresh declaration regarding the 
Jewish question this morning, In 
eference to reports that German 
Jews were being debarred from Japan 
‘and Manchoukuo on the basis of dis- 
ferimination against them on account 
for their race or national origin, 

‘Mr. Kawai stated that no. racial 
Jdiserimination whatever is being im- 
posed by cither the Japanese or 
Manchoukuo government against Jew 
refugees in respect of their entrance 
Into Japan, Manchoukuo, or the areas 
in China under Japanese occupation, 

In reply to your correspondent, Mr 
Kawai stated ‘categorically that there 
has been no case of such persons 
having. been refused admission into 
the territories mentioned as a result 
of racial diserimination. 

‘The spokesman proceeded to 
describe the circumstances. attending 
the recent arrival of three parties of 
[Jewish refugees. He said that the 
iirst such arrivai, the exact date of 
which he did not know, was of six 
Jews at Manchull. OF these, two are 
ow staying in Harbin, while four 
‘went to North China through Man- 
choukuo territory. 

"The second arrival, at Manchuli on 
November 27, was of 20 German 
Jews. all of whom are now staying 
in Mukden.
